hUXLEY ON DOGS. 


The Unity of Structure and Character 
Between the Dog and Man. 
{From the London Telegraph, April 7th. | 


ip Huxley delivered yesterday afternoon 
to adistinguished audience at the Royai in- 
stitution tbe first of two lectures on “Dogs, 
and the Problems Connected with them.” He 
commenced by remarking that there was no 
animal! in which man took so profound an in- 
terest as thedog. Theunity existing between 
the dog and man was very striking, not only 
in relation to the physical nature but the 
moral nature ofthe twoanimals. Taking tirst 
the question of physical similarity, Prof. Hux- 
ley pointed ou: by the aid of a 
diagram. in which force was_ given 
to tbe illustration by * the skeleton 
of the animal being raised on hind legs, that 
in internal construction the only difference 
between man and dog was one of size and 
proportion. There was not a oone in the one 
which did not exist in the other—not a single 
constituent inthe one that was not to be 
foundin the other. In thecase of the dog 
there was not that which, on superficial ex- 
amination, answered to the collar-bone of the 
wan: but close dissection would disclose in 
the case of the lower animal a little bone, 
varying in Jength from ¢ third to halfan inch, 
occupying the same place as the human collar- 
bone, and which was indubitably a rudimen- 
tary coliar-)one. It appeared to be of no func- 
tionai importance, but there it was. The 
great toe, which was conspicuous in the man, 
was only rudimentarily represented 
in the deg; but that was a difference 
only of form and proportion 
and of attitude. Man and dog were construct- 
edonthesame plan as twochurches builtin 
the same style of architecture, but differing 
in detai]. Considering the psychological na- 
ture of the dog, the lecturer remarked that 
he might be met at the outset with the objec- 
tiov, “Talk of the mind of adog; why, I 
don’t believe he hasa mind.” Well, the only 
reason he had for assuming that the dog had 
amind was the same reason by which he as- 
sumed that all present hadminds. There 
was po direct evidence of the fact any more 
inthe one thanintheother. He proceeded 
in this matter on the plain ground of common 
sense, which led them aright in their daily af- 
fairs, and upon which was founded the gen- 
erai axiom that, where there was nothing to 
the contrary, like causes produced like 
effects. Run a pin into a man, and 
there was a start and 3a cry, by 
Which they came tothe conclusion that pain 
hadresulted. Run apin into a dog, and there 
was a howland attempt, perhaps, to bite, by 
which weinferred that the animal wasina 
state of consciousness in which it also suffered 
pain. At the same time he was disposed to 
think that in dogs the feeling of pain was in- 
eely dullerthanin human beings. As to 
the other senses belonging to dogs he was in- 
ciined to doubt very much if dogs could see 
with anvthing like the distinctness of men.

Else, 
when aGermap band was doing its worst in 
the streets, why did he sit upon his haunches 
and how! when he might getupan] run 
away? Yet he often wondered whether dogs 
reallv did suffer pain from music, or whether 
they howled purely in sympathy, as did the 
jackals of the prairies. The sense of sme]! in 
a dog was something marvelous—marvelous 
not onlv forits delicacy, but for the fact that 
its discrimination of what was agreeable and 
disagreeable was exactly the reverse of ours. 
They never heard of a dog being infatuated 
with lavender water, or patchouli, or eau de 
Cologne; he rather reveled in the 
smells which to men were a 
source of unfeigned horror and disgust. 
He once possessed a dog which he frequently 
left samong the thousands frequenting 
Kkegent’s Park, to secrete himself behind a 
tree. Sosoon as the animal found that he had 
jest bis master he laid his nose to the ground, 
nud in that manner very soon tracked him to 
his hidipg-place. Tnat showed that the dog 
bad power of distinguishing. the particular 
modification of the leather of the boots caused 
Ly the wearing of his master in contradistinc- 
tion to the modifications produced by hun- 
dreds of thousands of other people present at 
the moment. As tothe abilitv of dogs to find 
their way from place to place, he believed 
there was all unconscious regis- 
tration in their minds of the 
visuai pictures presented to it in the 
various tracks through which they passed. 
and that the memory worked backward until 
the animal reached its destination. Indeed, 
there was no fundamental faculty connected 
with the reasoning powers that might not be 
demonstrated to existin dogs. Nowy while 
there was this unity between dog and man, be 
Gid ‘hot mean to say that the difference be- 
tween them was not very great, but the dif- 
ference was strictly a messurable one. Man 
had teft the dog behird, as their poor fiftieth 
cousin, ever faithful, ever intelligent, and 
with great mental gifts and capacity, but 
sadly iznorant of the three R’s and all the 
Jearning that followed thereon. After illus- 
trating Ov means of diagrams the variations 
of ihe dog as now extant, in the wolf, the 
jackal and other animals, Prof. Huxley con- 
cluded his lecture amid hearty applause. 


AN ISLAND PRISON. 


Russta’s New Penal Colony in the Far 
Eastern Seas—Saghalien’s Future. 
{From a St. Petersburg Letter. } 

One of the tirst problems forced upon the 
attention of Gen. Melikoff was the providing 


_ of fresh facilities for contining the Czar’s dis- 


affected subjects. For several years past the 
prisons of European Russia have been crowd- 
ed to overflowing, and the same thing is true 
of Siberia. {t appears that the prac:ical mind 
of our new ruler bas already hit upon a satis- 
factory solution of this problem. He is going 
to makethe prisoners house themselves and 
feed themseives. They areto till the soil, to 
paise cattle, and to become a profit to the 
State instead of a burden, and they are to 
do all this on the island of Saghalien. 
For ten years the Government had been un- 
successfully trying to colonize this island. 
‘The great difficulty has beento getthe pris- 
onrers thefe and to supply them with food and 
clatbing after they got there. Last summer 
the experiment was tried for the first time of 
transporting them by sea in convict ships, and 
the authorities were so well pleased with the 
result that the work of colonization is hence- 
forth to be steadily pushed. 

At present there are on thisisland a little more 
thantwothousand prisoners, all condemned 
to hard labor for long terms.g Six hundred of 
them are employed in the coul mines at the 
post of Dua, andthe rest are making roads 
and otherwise preparing for the arrival of the 
pew comers. Besides the post of @)aa, there 
are three more to be established in the 
Vaiiey of the Alexandrovsk, one in that of the 
Tyvmovek, and the Korsakolf post. This will 
give three posts in the central part of the 
island, and one at its southern end. The large 
fsrms are to be established at tue posts of Al- 
exandrovek and Tymovsk. Itis said that the 
Government bas already appropriated the 
mwoney necessary for carrying out these plans. 

Saghalien is to bave an administration of its 
own. Besides several companies of soldiers,

Marwood, the English Executioner, in 
New York. 
|From the Herald, 29th.1 


There was a ripple of excitement among the 
Tombs officials yesterday morning over the 
rather vague announcement that Marwood, 
the public executioner of Great Britain, was 
te visit that institution, with the view princi- 
pally of making am inspection of the hanging 
apparatus. This rumor became a certainty in 
the minds of the officers when, at about 10 
o’clock,'a rather slight, sandy-haired and 
whiskered man, entered the reception ‘all of 
the prison and asked for the Warden, to whom 
he presented a letter of introduction from the 
Sheriff’s oftice. ‘I'he stranger announced tothe 
Warden that he was not William Marwood, 
the executioner, but his cousin 
and principal assistant, and that his name 
was Frederick William Marwood. Under the 
direction of Warden Finn and accompanied by 
a Herald reporter he was then showa about 
_ the prison. He was exceedingly free in his 
criticisms of prison affairs and frequently 
loud in his praise of the “humanity of Ameri- 
cans” in the treatment of their prisoners, 

articularly in te matter of food and clean- 
iness. The Warden first explained to him 
the method of obtaining admission to the pris- 
on and the safeguards adopted to prevent the 
| escape of prisoners. The party then pro- 
ceeded to the male prison, and after savyiag 
that he thought the atmosphere of the corri- 
dors was remarkably fresh,. Mr. Marwood 
asked if there were any condemned prisoners 
there. Balboand Cox were named, and the 
Warden led the way toward their celis on the 
first tier. Balbo was out in the corridor. 
walking up and down with a quick, nervous 
tread and vigorously pulling on a cigar. Cox’s 
cell was visited. The negro was sitting in- 
side looking out through the door. 

**You did not pull a man’s head off here, 
did you?’’ asked Marwood. 

‘‘Lord bless you, no,’’ replied the deputy 
warden, his good-natured face beamiag pur- 
ple with astonishment; ‘‘we don’t pull men’s 
heads off here. Butthey did pullone off 
down at Washington.” 

‘*Ah, yes, Washington! soit was! Well, 
the system is ali wrong. I have seen men ex- 
ecuted in many d.fterent ways. I have seen 
their heads chopped off with swords, axes 
and guillotines. I have seen them garroted 
and smothered with gases, and I have seen a 
screw driven into their vertebre. Others I 
have seen bled to death or killed by electric- 
ity. Thelatter means is an excellent one; 
but if you want to hang a man there is no 
better system than the one we have ia 
England. If you wantto strangle them to 
death your system is not so good as the Span- 
ish garrote.’? 

‘sBut we hang them here,” said some- 
body. 

‘‘No, voudonot. According tothe accounts, 
if you do not have an accident you strangle 
people to death. Thatisall. It seems sur- 
prising to me that, with the wonderful invent- 
ive genius of the Americans, they have not 
improved on this mode of execution.” 

**By the way, I suppose you want to see the 
gallows?” asked the Warden. 

‘Oh! yes; by all means,” hastily responded 
Mr. Marwood; and he threw his eyes about as 
if he expected to find it standing somewhere 
in the yard. 

‘*Well,’’? replied the Warden, ‘*Deputy 
Finley knows all about it?’’ 

**T bere she is,” said an officer, patting one 
of the beams. 

‘*Yes,tbat’s her,’’ chirped the deputy 
warden, whofor years has had an intimate 
acquaintance With the instrument. ‘You see 
here is the place where the rope has been cut 
so often,’”? and he pointed to a place where the 
axe had clipped away agreat many pieces. 
And every clip meant a life. 

‘ben the party went to work and arranged 
the beams and pieees. 

‘““Whv, that whole system is wrong,” said 
Marwood, when they had got through. 
‘You pull them up instead of letting them 
drop.”? 

“Well,” said Finley, with the very slightest 
tone of pride in his voice, “there has been a 
good many men hanged in that way, and none 
of ihem ever got away as faras I heard.’’ 

‘That machine,’’ said Marwood, ‘‘is bar- 
barous. It is simply a machine for strangzu- 
lation. You cannot call it hanging. Tae 
only proper way to hang a man is by the drop. 
Calcraft used to use the short drop, but we, 
after my cousin succeeded him, adopted the 
long drop. Our gallows is simple enough and 
complete enough.g We never have any trouble 
of any kind. It works noiselessly, and wien 
the drop falls the nan is dead nine times out 
often. We never have any of the scenes so 
frequent in this country.’? 

After the gallows had been thoroughly dis- 
cussed in all its bearings, many of Mr. Mar- 
wood’s theories being acceded to by the 
Tombs officials, the Englishman took his leave. 
It is possible that the English system will be 
put in use for the next hangings by the 
Sheriff, and that Marwood wili be employed 
to superintend the affair.

Raising Flax. 


For a flax crop a good medium loam is best 
—a Very rich soil makes too coarse a fibre, and 
a bard poor soil will not give a good crop. <A 
good wheat soil will do. Let there be a fine, 
even, mellow surface: sow a half bushel or 
three pecks of seed broadcast—sow more seed 
on very rich land. Harrow in very lightly, as 
the seed is smail. Weed very carefully when 
a few inches high, Pull when the seed is 
formed, but not ripe. If raised for seed let it 
stand longer. Bina in sma)! bundles and place 
under cover. After the seed is separated by 
beating or drawing through a comb, it 1s 
spread on thin sward for dew-rotting, turning 


Water-rotting is 
much iter—in vats or small ponds of water.

A NOTED CIRCUS MAN. 


The Career of James Cook, Barnum’s 
. Mqueéstrian Director. . 
| (From the New York Times, 29th. | 

James Cook, the equestrian director of P. 
T. Barnum’s great show, died at the residence 
of his friend, J. J. Gannon, No. 151 East Fif- 
teenth street, yesterday afternoon. Mr. Cook 
attended to his duties in the ring at the Rink 
Friday evening last, and at that time,aithough 
he was suffering slightly from a cold, made no 
complaint of serious illness. On Saturday he 
was attacked with pyeumonia and forced to 
his bed. He became delirious and sank rapid- 
ly, andthe united skillof three physicians 
proyed powerless to uid him. For the last 
three days he was wuneonscious most 
but raliied occasionally 
sufficient recognize his wife and 
little girl, who were constantly at his bedside. 
He Jeaves, in addition to these, a son anda 
daughter, who are attending school in Santa 
Clara, Cal. Mr. Cook was one of the most 
widely known of the circus men in this coun- 
try, and yet but very little of his yor | is 
krrown to those who have associated with him 
for years. ‘His real name was Patrick Hoy, 
but so well did he kesp fhis secret that very 
few of his professional brethren knew it. He 
was bornin Dublin, Ireland, in 1834, and 
early evinced a passion for the sawdust... His 
first appearance in public life was made as a 
boy, and on a thoroughly independent basis. 
He took his bit of carpet om his back and 
traveled on foot to the different 
fairs in Ireland, giving exhibitions 
of tumbling, and collecting the stray pennies 
of the crowd as his reward. Finally he 
became attached to Mme. McCarthy’s circus 
as a clown, and he became the prime favorite 
in that business in his native country. He 
then studiea the art of horsemanship and be- 
came a notabie rider. He was one of the best 
trainers of horses in the profession. In 1857 
he became attached tothe Cremorne Garden 
Circus in London, and here his feats of horse- 
manshbip and his antics as aclown gained him 
agreat reputation. In thelatter part of that 
year he came tothis country with Mme. Mc- 
Carthy, and the two built the circus in Four- 
teenth street, which was managed so long 
Mr. Lent, and whica was afterward burne 
while under the control of Mr. Barnum. In 
1859 be was under engagement to manage 
Wilson’s Circus in California, and in 
1863 he took that establishment 
to Australia, and made a _ successful two- 
years’ tour of the British Colonies. lReturn- 
ing to San Frarcisco in 1865, he gave exhibi- 
tions on the iight wire, walking from the 
shore to Seal Rock over the waters of the Pa- 
cific. Montgomery Queen, the Barnum of 
the Pacific slope, then secured his services, 
and he remained with him as manager for 
several years. Then be took to roving again, 
and visiied China, Japan, South America,and 
other foreign countries. As one of his asso- 
ciates in Barnum’s show said last evening, 
“There is not a country to which a show goes 
that Jim Cook hasn’tseen.”?’ Mr. Barnum se- 
cured him as his equestrian director three 
‘ears ago, and this position he retained until 

is death, giving satisfaction aliketo his em- 
ployerand ibose under him. His executive 
ability was creat. He had full 
control of the entire entertainment, with 
several hundred men and women to watch 
and direct, but under his management every- 
thing passed off as smoothly on the first as on 
the last night of a season. A thorough dis- 
ciplinarian, be was still kind and courteous to 
those under him. and none will more sincere- 
ly regret his death than the performers who 
were under his management. He loved his 

rofession, and aimed to make it rank high. 
He was always lecturing his people, advising 
them to spend their leisure in reading, and 
urging them to cultivate their mental as well 
as their physical abilities. He was president 
of the Equestrian Benevolent Association, and 
stcod bigh in Masonry, for which he hada 
great love. He had been Grand Master of the 
Grand Lodge of Scotland, and had taken the 
thirty-third Cegree in the Scottish order.

An accounting was made and sworn toby 
Mr. Epstein, and in March, : 1876, the court 
made a decree discharging Mr. May. Last 
summer the legatees, suspecting that Mr. 
Epstein was using their property for his own 
purposes, obtained an order for a new ac- 
ae The examination showed that he 
had used up the entire estatein speculations. 
Mr. Epstein went to Europe. One ofthe 
heirs followed him and had him arrested in 
Frankfort. He pleaded that he was penniless 
and was discharged. 

The heirs then determined to take step; to 
make Lewis May, oneof the original execu- 
tors, responsible forthe property dissipated 
by Epstein.” They moved, through their coun- 
sel, yesterday, for an order setting aside the 
decree granted in March, 1876, releasing Mr. 
May from his quties as executor and trustee.

applied, as Roger North says, to ‘‘the moat 
des icable savages among the wild Irish;” 
and was first used in 1679 during the stru¢zie 
for the exclusion of the Duke of York from 
the line of succession, the name being given 
to the followers of the Duke because he favor- 
ed Irishmen. Jobneon’s definition of a 
Tory was this: “ who adheres to the an- 
cient Constitution the State and the apos- 
tolical hierarchy of the Church of Eagland.’’ 
The word **‘Whig’’ is a contraction of 
‘*Whiggamore,”’ which in the South of Seot- 
land used to denotea driver. In 1645,a party 
of Covenanters attacked Edinburgh. and af- 
ter this “Whiggamore’s campaign” the word 
was taken up as aterm of reproach and av- 
plied to the opponents of the Court. Since 
the passage of the Reform Measures of this 
century the political successorg of the two 
perties bvve been known as *‘Conservatives’’ 
and “Liberals.’’ ."

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| The Claim Rejected for the Fourth Time 


—A Resume of this Intri- 
cate Case. 


A telegram from Washington published this 
morning stated that the Commissioner of 
the General Land Office had rendered a deci- 
sion in what is commonly known as the 
‘‘Chauvin Claim,’’ and that it was adverse to 
the claimants. The Chauvin claim involved 
the title to about 250 acres of real estate, 
stretching along Lindell avenue to 
the park, worth about $1,000,000. 
The claim of course was contested by the 
present owners,who al) derive their titte from 
what is known as the Papinclaim. Amon 
the parties interested are the city, the schoo 
board, Col. Don Morrison, ex-Senator Jewett 
and numerous others. The parties who hed 
come into possession of the Chauvin claim 
and were fighting for the property 
included Montgomery Blair, Coa- 

ressman Ewing, John Maguire and others. 

he history of the claim is about as follows: 
The widow Chauvin obtained a grant of 
laud which was confirmed by che old Board of 
Commissioners. In 1830 this claim was sur- 
veyed west of the River Des Peres and en: 
tered United States survey 1,200. TheGov- 
ernment refused to patent it because it said

passed out of the hands of Widow Angelica 


to a man named Stamford. He procured a re- 
surveyal. In .this survev they “‘flopped it 
over,” and located it eastof the River Des 
Peres—a tract of land 1,600 arpens square. In 
doing so they took in about ten common field 
lots, the Hunot and Conway claims in what 
is called the New Madrid location and a great 
deal of other land. This survey was made 
by W. H. Cozzens. It was resisted when 
sent to Washington and the Land 
Oftice rejected it. It was appealed 
tothe Secretary of the Interior, who also 
rejected it. The Chauvin claiments, however, 
were not satisfied, and pressed their case 
ceaselessly. Three times it was carried to the 
Land Office and rejected, thrice appealed to 
the Secretary of the Interior and 
rejected. On two occasions the Chauvin 
claimants brought suits against parties resid- 
ing in the territory surveyed by Cozzens for 
ejectment, and endeavored to get the 
title vested in them, but the 
Supreme Court of the United States twice de- 
cided that the Chauvin claim was vague aad 
uncertain and was worth nothing at all until 
the claimante obtained an approved 
survey patented by the Land Ovttice, 
and in fact decided that the Chauvin claim:nts 
could maintain no action of ecjectment, and 
that they had no valid title unless they could 
procure the approval of the Gov- 
ernment Land Office to their survey. 
In 1879 John Maguire became interested 
in the claim and succeeded in inducing the 
Land Office to allow another survey to be 
made, but Engineer Salomon of this city 
was 
AUTHORIZED TO RE-SURVEY IT. 

He did so and lecated the claim almost 
precisely the same as Cozzens’, going over 
the same ground. His survey, infact, was the 
one which had been three times 
rejected. It covers a great d2al of school 
land, city field lots, lots owned by individuals, 
and all persons holding property through 
these titles were of course naturally interest- 
ed, as if the lien were allowed they eould all 
be ejected from the property. Mr. 
Pattison, the attorney of the School 
Board, and Col. Don Morrison went to Wash- 
ington and argued against the claim before 
the Land Commissioner, who has now de- 
cided against the Chauvin claim- 
ants. They may, of course, appeal to the 
Secretary ofthe Interior, but there is little 
doubt that he would sustain the opinion of 
the Land Office. As this is the fourth time the 
claim bas been rejected, it bas probably set- 
tled it for ever.

IN 1878 old Beans Pomeroy, ex-Senator 
from Kansas, met an Qhio editor on a 
railway train out West and told him that 
he was for Grant for a third term and that 
the matter was being carefully worked up 
forhim. He said that he had written to 
Ulysses, then abroad, to stay out of the 
country. He suggested a trip to Egypt and 
anywhere else for a year and a half, He 
had frankly said to him that at the proper 
time he intended to have him land at San 
Francisco and sweep through the country 
like a meteor, enjoying receptions and pa- 
rades at every point. After a grand blow- 
out at Chicago he would have him go to Cin- 
cinnati, where the Republican Convention 
would be in session, and carry off the 
Presidential nomination with a grand hur- 
rah. In answer tothis letter Pomeroy 
said that he received the following laconic 
note : 

My DEAR OLD POMEROY:—That is a magni- 


ficent programme. Weare all well. Yours, 
U. S. GRANT. 


This would seem to indicate that there is 
a lack of spontaneity about the Grant 
movement. This Pomeroy letter shows that 
there was a deliberate plan to work Ulys- 
ses into popularity by a system of big re- 
ceptions abroad and a grand hurrah on his 
return. Grant consented to it and has 
faithfully co-operated. How near the pro- 
gramme agreed upon in 1878 is being car- 
ried out, the public can judge.

To-pay, being the first of May, properly 
marks the advent of summer.

In his stead we have the bock beer man 
with his seductive wares, and instead of the 
joyous excursions into the sylvan regions 
where the great god Pan sits on a stump 
cross-legged and pipes his barbaric strains 
we have the spectacle of the declining 
boarding-house family seeking a cheaper 
habitation.

Bedford of Louisville, Henry Pankey, son-in- 
law to Mr. Bogardus, and Edwards of the 
St. Joseph Heraid. Carthage, Mo., sends a 
delegation of twenty young men,and the sport- 
Jovinpg young men of Jefferson City, Sedalia 
and Moberly are present in large nuinbers. 
The indications at this hour are that tne ‘ut- 
tendance will be very large—will exceed 1,500 
in fact, and mav reach 2,000. The public in- 
terest In the match is intense, as is shown by 
the betting..

‘*Williatn Henry Erb,for the crime of murder 
of the first degree, for which you were indict- 
ed, and of which you have been tried and 
found guilty, the sentence of the law now pro- 
nounced upon you by the court is: That you 
be now taken from this place te that 
from -whence you have just come; that 
you be there safely Kept until the 

1th day of Junein the year 4880, and tht 
you then be taken thence to the usual place of 
execution in this city, and there, between the 
hours of 6 o’clock in the forenoon and 5 o’clock 
in the afternoon of that day, hanged by the 
meck until you sere dead.’’ 

A nole pros. was entered by the Circuit At- 
torney in the case of Henry E:chotf, indicted 
for obtaining goods under false pretenses. 
The case had been abandoned in 1878, andthe 
nollie pros. was merely a legal form for dis- 
missing the case. 

Patrick Gallagher, inglicted forthe homicide 
of Henry Freund, was released on bail.

Some Account of the Missouri 
Gymnasium. 


- — 
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The Origin, Growth and Objects ofa Most 
Worthy @ganization. 


It is no longer a proposition to be doubted 
among intelligent people that physical culture 
is necessary to the completest intellectual de- 
velopment. There are many brilliant minds 
in weak and fragile »odies, but the greateat 
men’are, as arule, possessed of a strong and 
vigorous physique. In speaking on this 


point ’ 
PRESIDENT ELLIOTT, 


of Harvard University, lately said: 


‘‘The fact that in the history of literature a 
few cases have been pointed out in which 
genius was lodged in a weak or diseased body 
is sometimes adduced in support of the 
strange proposition that physical vigor is not 
necessary for professional men. But all ex- 
perience contradicts these notions. To attain 
success and length of service in anyof the 
learned professions, including that of teach- 
jing, avigorous body is weilenigh essential. 
All professional biography teaches that to 
win lasting distinction in sedentary, in-door 
occupations, which task the brain and the 
nervous system, extraordinary toughness of 
body must accompany extraordinary mental 
powers.’’ ; 

A good strong body is essential to the per- 
fect man. Every civilized country is begin- 
ning to recognize this truth. It was recog- 
nized by the Greeks, the Egyptians, and the 
Romans of ancient times. It is recognized by 
the Germans, the English, and the Ameri- 
cans of to-day. In Germany every young man 
is an athlete, and this is one reason why the 
sierman soldiers were too much for the ef- 
femivate French in the war of 1870. English 
statesmen. English divines, English scholars 
and writers live longer than those of most 
other countries, because they devote so 
wuch attention to exercise and physical cult- 
ure. In England no man’s education is re- 
<arded as complete unless he has had a course 
of physical training. Every school, college or 
university has its gymnasium, and in every 
town and citv there are gymnasiums for busi- 
ness men and peoplein general. During the 
last few years great progress in this direction 
bas been made in America. It was only a 
short time ago that Harvard University was 
presented with a gymnasium costing 
3100,060, and capable of accommodating 
2) students at onetime. In this connection 
a short sketch of the Missouri Gymnasium in 
this city may be of interest. It was 

FOUNDED IN 1857 
by some young business men, who rented a 
small room in a building on Commercial 
alley. It was quite a small institution for 
some time, but finally began to grow, and a 
larger and better room was secured near the 
corner of Fifth and Olive. The next move 
wis made to Seventh and Washington avenue, 
and finally a lease was secured of the ground 
upon Which the building of the Gymnasium 
now stands, at 814 St. Charles. Among the 
early friends of the institution were, Joshua 
<heever and John C. Maginnis, two well- 
known citizens. In 1878 the society was re- 
incorporated, the incorporators being J. M. 
“bhambers, John. A. Dillon, W.J. Blakely, J. 
D. Phillips, W. J. Gilbert, A. J. Hyde, M. J, 
Halmon, J. Schaeffer and J. L. Stockwell. The 
present oftticers are J..M. Chambers, president; 
J. A. St. John, vice-president; John D. 
Phillips, treasurer. The board of directors

Seventy-Five Per Cent of the Patrons 
of the Libraries Lovers of Fiction. 


The fam, itiesof the public for almost un- 
limited read (Dg are confined in St. Louis to 
two libraries, {he Mercantile Librasy and the 
Public School L.’brary. There are in this 
city no so-called «.”culating libraries of any 
account and the large contingent of 
those who delight in perusing 
literature of the day satisfy 
their wants at either of the two named insti- 


tutions. Thereis perhaps no more curious 
and instructive study than waat the people 
read, and the lists at the libraries afford the 
best information on that point. The books 
which ‘‘no library should be without’’ are 
rarely called for by bibliophiles of St. Louis. 
The great demand, the almost morbid taste at 
present prevailing is for works of fiction, 
supplemented by popular books of travel 
and memoirs that are talked about. Multon, 
Dryden, Pope, Addison and Steele are rarely 
calied for at the libraries. Swift, Fielding, 
Smollett, Richardson, Sterne, Goldsmith—the 
tomes of their works are rarely removed from 
the shelves on which they repose. Fven 
Burke, Scott, Coleridge, Lamb and Macaulay 
are called for only occasionally, and at times 
far between. Emerson is 
called for.”? Hawthorne 
in request. geCooper 
is only a traditioual name and Irving is dead 
as amummy. 
WHO THEN IS READ? 
Well, there are thousands of English novels 
on the shelves that are, or have been, in active 
demand—two and three volume novels in the 
large English print, on the best paper, with 
broad margins, books that are a delight to the 
eye, Whatever they may be tothe mind. Few 
great names, as the *‘cultured’’ reader counts 
greatness, are to be found among the authors, 
but they have met that modern test of literary 
merit—is a commercial success. It is these 
trashy modern novels thatare all the rage. 
To call for Scott, Bulwer, or even Dickens 
and Thackeray, places you at once among the 
belated people or the dupes of duty who help 
to make ~ up *sthe variety in 
the world of readers. Charles 
Reade anc Wilkie Collins scarcely hold 
their own against the newer favorites, of 
whom William Black and. Thomas Hardy are 
representatives, and the manufacturers ofso- 
ciety novels, dealing with fashionable and do- 
mestic lifein England, find a more steady 
market for their wares than the genius of 
George Eliot can command with her later dry 
disquisitions strung upon the toread of & sto- 
ry. The explanation of the absence of the great 
names in _ literature is of course 
that they are not in paying demand, and it is 
furthermore suggested that those whoadmire 
these authors are generally ina position to 
ewn their works. Itis, however, the testi- 
mony of those who are brought iato closest 
relations with the reading public that 
THE “PATHERS” OF OUR LITERATURE 
are in a measure outgrown and left behind, 
like the progenitors of many other things ex- 
cellent in their way.- Irving, they 
say, * is tedious even to culti- 
vated readers of to-day. As for 
Cooper, the Indian has been found out. It is 
the good fortune of the authors of to-day that 
they do not have to wait for appreciation un- 
til they become ‘‘classics.’? It will be impos- 
sible for afuture age to estimate HKimerson, 
Holmes, Longfellow,Whittier and Lowell any 
more highly or just'y than they are rated by 
the more intelligent portion of their cofintry- 
men to-day. ‘The reverence and pride felt for 
the great names in our modern literature are 
admirably supplemented with the high esti- 
mation in which the younger schoo! of authors 
is held. The works of Howelis, James, Al- 
drich, Dr. Holland, E. E. Haile, Bret Harte, 
Miss Alcott, Miss Phelps, Mrs. 5 irnetcand 
others of the clever storywrizhts, po 3ts aad 
essayists are in good demand at 
the libraries. Statistics gathered 
from the Mercantile and Public School Libra- 
ries show that 75 per cent of the public read- 
ingismade upof fiction, without counting 
biographies, memoirs, travels or history, in 
the writing of which imigination sometimes 
The records prove 
that the United States is becoming 
A NATION OF NOVEL-READERS. 

In view of this fact it is encouraging tothink 
bow much of the best thought, the truest art 
and the highest literary purpose of the times 
yoes into the construction of anovel. Tne 
world has happy outgrown the no:ion 
that the only true things are those that have 
actually happened. In the highest sense what 
can be truer than Adzim Bede, The Newcomes 
or The Scarlet Letter? lastead of lamenting 
the tendency toward the novel, therefore, we 
ought to be glad that its scope and purpose 
have been so broadened and deepened, and 
that in this courtry pre-eminently it has been 
kept so clear, so true to« high ideal of life, 
and that its best specimens are of so fine lit- 
erary quality.

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MACQUEEN’S STORY. 


Detailing the Manner in Which He 
Killed His Wife. 
He Breaks Down While Giving the Par- 
ticulars of the Tragedy. 


A Coroner’s Jury Investigating the Facts of the 
Last Murder. 


The inquest on the dead body of Agnes 
MacQueen, the woman who was brained by her 
husband with an axein atenementin the square 
between Ciark and Spruce and Twelfth and 
Thirteenth,street was begun at half-past twelve 
o’clock to-day by Mr. Frank O’Neil, the 


Deputy Coroner. The usual difliculty was felt 
in securing a jury, and assoon as this was done 
the party filed into the Morgue, where 
the corpse was lying. When the 
tarpaulin was removed the ghastly face was ex- 
posed, the removal of the skull from beneath 
the skin giving the shorn head an inexpres- 
sibly hideous look. The face showed none 
of the plumpness of several days. ago, 
and the blued lips and sunken eyes added no 
beauty to the features. The prisoner, Mr. 
MacQueen, was waiting in the Morgue in 
charge ofan officer, and his dress and bearing 
were the same as when he was 
in the Four Courts calaboose. He 
had on aé_ée Scotch bonnet, and his 
hair was tangled and his face unshaven. Be- 
sides the six jurymen there were only twoor 
three witnesses, and the party hardly filled the 
little roominthe Morgue set apart for that 
purpose. When the Coroner interrogated 
the murderer as to whether or not he wished to 
testify, MacQueen raised a thin, trembling 
hand high above his head and said that he did. 
While he was being sworn he kept his eyes 
glued on the horrible head of the dead woman 
and mumbled over the words of the cath 
as they were repeated to him. The party then 
returned to the Coroner’s office and proveeded 
to the real work of 
THE INQUEST. 

The first witmess called was the prisoner. 
William MacQueen, who gave his testimony 

ithsome hesitation, and who spoke in a 

‘oad Scotch dialect. His emphasis was pe- 
culiar, and allthrough his evidence he kept 
twirling the singular® bonnet he “wore 
round and round in his tremb- 
ling hand. ‘*‘My name,’’ he said, ‘‘is 
William MacQueen, and I don’t rightly know 
how old I am; between fitty and sixty, though, 
and my wife is older than I. The dead 
woman out vonder is my wife. 


We were married in Scotland twenty-seven j 


years ago and lived together happily enough 
until this tronble. She was not a drinking wo- 
man, but when she got started she would drink 
heavy. She pawned my watch on Saturday for 
money and spent that for whisky, and 
on either Monday or Tuesday she took 
& pair of blankets, ashawl and a dress and 
pawned them. All of the money went for 
whisky which we drank together, and I 
quarrelled with her and I told her not to doit. 
That 6vening there was only halfa dollar left, 
and I picked up the hatchet and told her I’a 
kill her if she aidn’t stop, 
but I had no more intention 
of killing herthan you had; and to frighten her 
the more I brought it down intending to hit the 
sata beside her, but with no intention ot 

illing her. Afterthe blow I saw the blood 
coming out of her head an@ then I knew 
that I had hit her, I didn’t know 
till then that she was struck.’’ 
At this point MacQueen broke down complete. 
ly, his face flushing and his eyes filling with 
tears. He hunted through all of his pockets for 
a handkerchief and then nervously wiped his 
eyes. In response to repeated 
questions he wenton: ‘‘ThenI gave myself 
up. I stopped at two saloons as I eame down. 
WhenlI told them at the Police station what I 
had done they lockeqd meup, anda that is ali I 
know about it.’’ 

‘*You are certain that you didn’t mean to 
kill her?’’ 

**Certain? Ofcourselam! Do youthink I 
would live witn hertwenty-seven years, to kill 
her now?’’ 

The axe was then brought 
sight of which overcame the pris. 
oner. He identified the weapon 
however, and in answertoa question trom 
a juror as to whether there was nothing else in 
th.e house with which he might have threaten- 
ed hi- wite, he said that he didn’t know whut 
he was doing.
